The School Loan Reduced to $12,090 


A number of the ratepayers who signed the petition 
asking fora poll on the application of the Gleichen school 
trustees to borrow $18,000 for the erection of a new schoo! 
building withdrew their signatures and the trustees decided 
it would not be necessary to take a vote acvording to the 
law, and they. have now.asked for power tu borrow only 
$12,000 at 6 per cent for the purpose, 

Naturally this needs some explanation, and The Cali 
has seen the minutes of meetings wherein the transactions 
were recorded, also some letters concerning the matter and 
acopy of the new plans for the school; all of which the 
secretary is ready to show any gatepayer, 


It will be rememberad that lost year the tenders on the 
school ran from $15,090 to $17,000.
